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This Petition is made in accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1 .47(a) in the above- 
captioned application in support of filing on behalf of William Wai-Lun Lam, a co- 
inventor of the claimed subject matter. Applicants have made diligent efforts, as 
described below and in the attached Declaration of Richard Haynes, to obtain the 
signature of Mr. Lam on the enclosed Combined Declaration and Power of Attorney. 
Applicants therefore request that they be allowed to file the instant application without
